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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
It is well known to co-deposit metal and ceramic film as noted by Darolia. However, the 
prior art references fail to teach diffusing a metal to at least one of a cermet film surface and a 
ceramic film surface ( p. 8 of Appeal Brief). In addition, support was provided for the 
temperature range in claim 48 (p. 7 of Brief).
